Another Dirty Cop Blowjob By Juries? 

Plus, a cheating deputy DA and news that’ll make disgraced ex-sheriff Mike Carona jealous 


T he horrific video recordings of Ful¬ 
lerton police beating Kelly Thomas 
to death in 2011 prompted some 
observers to believe the prosecution’s 
case against the three charged cops was a 
slam-dunk. After all, an unarmed Thomas 
screamed, “Help

me God” 26 times 
while being battered 
beyond recognition, 
and then fell eter¬ 
nally silent. When a 
December jury sanc¬ 
tioned the killing as 
lawful cop conduct, 
residents launched 
anti-police- 
brutality protests. 

But there was 

nothing surprising about the Orange 
County jury’s verdicts for Manuel 
Ramos and Jay Cicinelli. Government 
uniforms and badges routinely blind our 
jurors—and not just white, middle- or 
upper-class housewives and grandpas. 

In case after case involving questionable 
law-enforcement actions, juries refuse 
to believe police officers can lie or use 
excessive force. 

That point was inadvertently under¬ 
scored during a trial last week inside the 
Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse in 
Santa Ana. Three Latino cops are suing 
the Westminster Police Department for 
alleged illegal racial discrimination in 
promotions. The plaintiffs claim white 
police chiefs have handed white cops 
special-detective assignments that make 
it easier to win coveted sergeant slots. 

In comparison, the Latino officers say, 
they’ve been given “a path to nowhere”: 
Westminster Mall patrol. 

Plaintiffs Jose Flores, Ryan Reyes and 
Brian Perez assert they’ve often been the 
most overlooked but qualified candidates 
for promotion while enduring racial 
slurs. Meanwhile, junior white cops they 
trained won promotions and better assign¬ 
ments, according to Bernard Alexander, 
who represents the complaining officers. 
Using charts and statistics, Alexander told 
jurors that misconduct by white officers 
had been downplayed, but Latino cops 
faced nitpicking internal-affairs probes. 

Attacking the plaintiff’s case, West¬ 
minster PD lawyer Melanie M. Poturica 
released previously unknown information 
that’s almost always shielded from public 
consumption by California’s nefarious 
Peace Officers’ Bill of Rights. Poturica 
said in her opening statement that a white 
officer, Jason Stouffer, had been sternly 
reprimanded for using excessive force 
during a November 2007 Bolsa Avenue 
incident. Then-police Chief Andrew Hall 
suspended Stouffer for 120 hours of pay 
in the aftermath of the beating of a hand¬ 
cuffed Sonny Rubin, who suffered a bro¬ 
ken wrist and facial fractures. According 


to video evidence, officers also held down 
Rubin and fired a Taser blast into his groin. 
Claiming Stouffer and other cops violated 
his constitutional rights, Rubin sued in 
federal court. 

You might guess that if an officer’s con¬ 
duct outraged a police chief and caused 
miserly city officials to offer a $101,000 
pretrial settlement, a jury—the suppos¬ 
edly neutral group tasked with delivering 
justice—might also show a modicum of 
alarm, even in Orange County. To convict 
defendants in criminal trials, a prosecutor 
must prove the case beyond a reasonable 
doubt. In civil trials, the plaintiff’s burden 
is an easier preponderance of the evi¬ 
dence standard. 



Nonetheless, members of the citizens’ 
panel in the Rubin lawsuit couldn’t find 
any evidence of excessive force, and a fed¬ 
eral judge, Cormac J. Carney, ordered the 
victim to pay the police department’s legal 
bills. According to Poturica, the verdict 
prompted Hall to change his earlier expert 
opinion. He deleted the reprimand from 
Stouffer’s employee file and reimbursed 
him for the suspended pay. 

This county’s cop-fawning, jury-nulli¬ 
fication history should delight Anthony 
Duong Donner, the FBI-arrested Westmin¬ 
ster cop who is accused of serving as the 
enforcer in a Little Saigon loan-sharking 
operation. While on duty, Donner made 
threatening phone calls to victims and 
blasted his patrol-car sirens outside of his 
victims’ businesses in a scheme to win 
politically connected, Garden Grove busi¬ 
nessman Kevin Khanh Tuan Do exorbitant 
interest rates on loans, according to an FBI 
report. Do is alleged to have returned the 


favor by providing Donner free housing in 
Fountain Valley. The two men are sched¬ 
uled to face trial later this year. 

PROSECUTOR CAUGHT CHEATING 

We recently reported on the intense battle 
between Assistant Public Defender Scott 
Sanders and members of the district 
attorney’s homicide unit over prosecutors’ 
alleged “outrageous government con¬ 
duct.” According to Sanders, the prosecu¬ 
tors are running an illegal jailhouse pro¬ 
gram designed to secretly circumvent the 
constitutional rights of charged criminal 
defendants from self-incrimination and 
hiding exculpatory evidence (see “OCDA 
Says You Have the Right to Self-Incrim¬ 



ination,” Feb. 20). Dan Wagner—chief of 
the homicide unit, the man prosecuting 
Seal Beach mass killer Scott Dekraai and 
the main target of Sanders’ complaint— 
denies any wrongdoing, a claim under 
review by Superior Court Judge Thomas 
M. Goethals. 

Now, evidence in a Placentia child-abuse 
case has emerged that another prosecutor, 
Deputy District Attorney Sandra Nassar, 
knowingly withheld exculpatory evidence 
to hamper the defense and win a 12-year 
prison sentence against the defendant. 
Nassar—the daughter of a businessman 
who sold Orange County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment badges in exchange for campaign 
contributions to Mike Carona—refused to 
provide the document to defense lawyer 
Joseph Dane, claiming she assumed he had 
obtained the exculpatory information on 
his own. Incredibly, she also tried to justify 
the ethical lapse by saying her move was 
part of her “trial strategy.” 


Goethals, a seasoned former defense 
lawyer and prosecutor, was not amused. 

He labeled the record-hiding “malprac¬ 
tice.” Veteran City News Service reporter 
Paul Anderson, who covered the case in- 
depth, secured the money quotes of the 
judge lambasting Nassar. 

“The excuse that she gave for not giving 
up this obviously exculpatory material was 
not a reasonable excuse,” Goethals said. “It 
wasn’t even close to a reasonable excuse. 

... I don’t know if Miss Nassar doesn’t 
know what the law is. That’s no excuse. 
Ignorance of the law for an experienced 
prosecutor for engaging in misconduct is 
not a reasonable excuse either. That was a 
willful violation.” 

In coming days, Goethals will turn his 
attention to Sanders’ claims contained in 
a bombshell, 505-page brief filed earlier 
this month. He says prosecutors directed 
the jailhouse informant program to trick 
Dekraai and another accused killer, Dan¬ 
iel Wozniak, into answering prosecutor 
questions after they’d hired counsel and 
invoked their right to not speak to the 
government. Prominent defense law¬ 
yers Kate Corrigan and Kenneth Reed 
view the prosecutors’ alleged conduct as 
appallingly unethical. Goethals said he 
considers the accusations “serious” and 
plans evidentiary hearings to determine 
the truth. 

CARONA DONORS JUMP 
TO HUTCHENS 

Sheriff Sandra Hutchens’ latest cam¬ 
paign-finance report reveals interesting 
tidbits about the nature of politics. First, 
the report filed at the end of January 
declaring $98,000 in contributions dur¬ 
ing the second half of 2013 is a blow to 
the enormous ego of ex-Sheriff Mike 
Carona. Serving a 66-month federal 
prison sentence for corruption, Carona 
likely remains under the delusion that 
individuals seeking his friendship were 
infatuated with him and not his office. 

He won’t be happy to learn that many 
of his old, wealthy contributors are now 
riding on Hutchens’ bandwagon. That 
list includes Frederick J. Hanshaw, 
Dennis D. Assael, Antonio Cagnolo (of 
Antonello Ristorante), Donna Porter and 
Irvine Co. executives. 

But Hutchens’ fund-raising activities 
also involve government contractors such 
as American Correctional Solutions Inc., 
Ware Disposal Inc., April Lopez of Stadium 
Chiropractic, CH2M Hill Inc., Cofiroute 
USA Inc., Faubel Public Affairs, Varangians 
LLC and Gemini Industries Inc. 

Why might those businesses give the 
sheriff money? Maybe they love her smile, 
wit and management style. Or perhaps 
their gifts are an unofficial recognition that 
Hutchens presides over a local agency that 
spends more than $500 million annually.

r he guy is drunk. Obviously drunk. 
Shitfaced. Instead of joining the 
10-person line politely waiting to 
use the men’s room at Disney California 
Adventure, the twentysomething in an 
oversized T-shirt and low-slung hat cuts in 
front of the surprised, squirming guys and 
stumbles inside, desperate to take a piss. 

“Hey, there’s a line here,” someone 
toward the front says. 

“Yeah? So what?” the man responds, 
puffing his chest and indiscriminately 
getting in people’s faces. “Whoever wants 
to stop me can step up.” 

No one takes the challenge. Instead, 
they watch as the guy uses a urinal and 
washes his hands before coming to an 
empty paper-towel dispenser. Suddenly, 
he grunts and throws a quick hook, 
knocking the dispenser off the wall and 
sending it clattering onto the tile floor as 
a member of the custodial staff looks on. 

A few moments after the cutter leaves, 
three tall, wide men, each wearing a 
denim vest adorned with patches and 
pins in the style of punks or motorcycle 
gangs, rush out of the bathroom, their 
heads swiveling as they look for him. 

They join a larger group of roughly a 
dozen men and women, some with small 
children, all with back patches proclaim¬ 
ing “The Wonderlanders SC,” before 
catching a glimpse of the guy. He’s now 
slightly slumped against a lightpost, look¬ 
ing at his phone. 

“That’s him,” Sean Macready, the 
bearded founder/leader of the Wonder¬ 
landers Social Club, says. “Does anyone 
see security?” 

Macready, a bear of a man, finds a cast 
member to relay a description to security 
as the guy finally lifts his head and begins 
to walk away. Their job done, the Won¬ 
derlanders start to make their way toward 
Goofy’s Sky School, a night of fun and 
quizzical stares ahead of them. 

The Wonderlanders is just one of 
dozens of similar social clubs claiming 
hundreds, if not thousands, of members 
that have formed in the past several years 
around the same premise: dress in the 
same, faux-tough way to rep your set at 
the Happiest Place On Earth. An air of 
mystery surrounds them: Many regu¬ 
lar attendees and cast members barely 
notice the crews, only remembering them 
when prompted with clear descriptions 
and pictures. Some remember the clubs 
clearly and with disdain, after unpleasant 
and unfortunate interactions. But others 
still idolize them, joining and many times 
mimicking the groups—even starting 
their own. 

These social clubs are a new genera¬ 
tion of hardcore Disney fans, powered by 
Instagram and Facebook and made up of 
grandparents in their 60s, as well as teens 
and toddlers plodding along beside their 
parents. Only 10 years ago, their style—tat¬ 
tooed and plugged—would have banned 
them from the parks and made them out¬ 
casts among Disney fans. But now, with 
tolerance, if not approval, from the Mouse, 
the social clubs have found a playground to 
call their own. 

Like the Goths of the 1990s or the hip¬ 
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pies of the 1960s, they trek the park like a 
second home, occasionally mistaken for 
troublemakers and ne’er-do-wells. But 
unlike other groups, they’re not at the 
parks to scare or intimidate. They’re there 
for fun, for friendship—and to uphold 
Walt Disney’s Magic Kingdom ideal. 

“I hope they get that guy,” Macready 
says, holding his 6-year-old daughter’s 
hand. He and the Wonderlanders have 
just seen the bathroom bandit again, aim¬ 
lessly walking the opposite direction from 
them. “He should be tossed out of the 
park. Sure, you can drink, but this is still a 
family park. What a bummer.” 
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hen Instagram started, three 
and a half years ago, [the Dis¬ 
neyland social club movement] 
was small, and everyone on it knew one 
another,” says Adam Goetz. On weekdays, 
he’s a San Jose-based general contrac¬ 
tor and father, but during the five to 10 
times each year that he makes it to his 
hometown of Anaheim, he’s the Star 
Wurs-tattoo-dotted, Storm Trooper- 
armor-wearing Jaster, a leader the Black 
Death Crew, among the largest and oldest 
Disney groups. 

“Through Instagram, five of us became 


good friends. Some of us were [New York] 
Giants fans, so when the Giants went to 
the Super Bowl, I invited three random 
people I met on Instagram to my house,” 
Goetz continues. “During the Super Bowl, 
we all decided to go to Disneyland on 
March 29, Ashley’s [another co-founder] 
birthday. Our friend Nate [a third co- 
founder] from Kansas City, who couldn’t 
make it to the Super Bowl, flew out, and 
when we all met at the front of the park, 
everyone was wearing black, randomly 
enough. Someone joked, Who died?’ and 
it just kind of stuck. We were the Black 
Death Crew.” 

That was 2012, and the Crew initially 
found themselves strangers in a land they 
loved. Some had tattoos, multiple pierc¬ 
ings or dyed hair, a far cry from the stan¬ 
dard guise of a Disneyland-visiting family. 
From Main Street to Tomorrowland, 
the Matterhorn to the Resort’s madcap 
spectacles, the visitors seemed better 
suited for a Germs show than Downtown 
Disney. Other parkgoers looked at them 
warily, wondering whether the Crew was 
there to rob them or just wanted to harm¬ 
lessly hang out. 

But by the beginning of 2013, similar 
groups began wandering the parks, enjoy¬ 
ing one another’s company and creating a 
style and ethos that others quickly aped. 
They began to garner attention because of 
the size of their groups and their choice 
of aesthetic—tattoos, denim, piercings. 
They distinguished themselves by wear¬ 
ing vests and patches reminiscent of 
motorcycle clubs but adorned with Dis¬ 
ney pins and characters. 

“We wanted something we could be 
comfortable in, that we could wear on hot 
days, and that was bold and spoke to our 
acceptance of our semi-outsider stance 
within the Disney fandom,” says Nathan 
Rice, the founder of Walt’s Misfits, one of 
the first social clubs. “The first few clubs 
were made up of similar tattooed weirdos, 
and I think the whole ‘The Warriors’ out¬ 
law [motorcycle club] thing had an edge 


that we wanted to convey, even if that 
edge was ultimately tongue-in-cheek, it 
being Disneyland and all. In all honesty 
though, I’m sure the popularity of Sons 
of Anarchy had a lot to do with that idea 
being reached by multiple groups around 
the same time frame.” 

Michael Stout, an LA-based barber, is 
the co-founder of the Main Street Elite, 
one of the most visible clubs. “We started 
the Main Street Elite with the intention 
of bringing people together for their 
common love—some would say obses¬ 
sion—with Disney and the Disney parks,” 
he says. “Being heavily tattooed and hav¬ 
ing somewhat of an ‘alternative’ image 
compared to the average Disney-goer, it 
was hard for us to mesh with the families 
you usually see at the park. So we decided 
we’ll make our own Disney family, seek¬ 
ing out the rest of the Disney fanatics 
who were left with no one to go to the 
park with.” 

The clubs could be found throughout 
Disneyland and Disney California Adven¬ 
ture, doing everything en masse, from sit¬ 
ting at restaurants and waiting in line to 
taking over entire rides and filling stand¬ 
ing sections at park events. They imme¬ 
diately sparked massive interest among 
Disney-watchers, a famously obsessive lot 
that treats any new trends among them¬ 
selves with a mix of skepticism and glee. 

The first public reference to the crews 
appeared April 2013 on MiceChat, among 
the oldest Disney fan websites. The 
forum post—titled “does anyone know 
the name of this crew?”—was styled like a 
police bulletin: 

“10-20 people, men and women.” 

“‘Hardcore’ type, with gauged ears, 
wearing mostly black.” 

“Some with leather jackets, some with 
jean jackets. Some of them had some kind 
of ‘crew’ patch that said something like 
‘Main St. Disney Crew.’” 

“Some of them had children.” 

The description left many of Mice-

Chat’s members confused. Replies filtered 
in slowly. 

“Maybe it was just a family visiting 
the park.” 

“More likely a group of friends that has 
formed a club in going to the park, I had 
to guess.” 

It wasn’t until hours later that someone 
with a quantum of knowledge answered. 

“I’ve seen a few, similar to that, with 
jackets that say ‘The Neverlanders.’” 

The thread went quiet until a few days 
later, when a newly created account left 
a message. 

“Hi, guys. I am Angel, the guy with 
the Donald Duck Patch. My wife and I 
started the First Disneyland Social Club, 
the Neverlanders Social Club. Now more 
have followed our lead.... We come from 
different walks of life with one common 
thing, the love for Disney. Feel free to ask 
any questions if you see us Neverlanders 
at the parks; always say hi.” 

Two posts later, MiceChat had its 
answer when a different newly created 
account left a message. 

“Hello there, and as a matter of fact, 
here’s the lead you’re looking for. The 
group you saw is called Main Street Elite, 
and yes, as Angel put it, we are not the 
ones that started it all but do get noticed a 
whole lot more.” 

By then, other groups of friends and 
family began joining existing clubs or 
forming their own, some with as few 
members as two and others claiming 
membership in the thousands. Currently, 
more than 90 clubs exist with names 
such as Pix Pak, Disney Resort Imbeciles, 
Mickey’s Outlaws, the Hitchhikers and 
Walt’s Misfits. Most adopted the motor¬ 
cycle club-style getups of already-existing 
clubs, adding their own flair (e.g., the 
Sons of Anakin hang light sabers from 
their vests), while others created their 
own getups. 

For the most part, the social clubs do 
what you would expect most groups of 
Disney fanatics to do together despite 
their sort-of, but not-actually intimidat¬ 
ing image: watch movies, trade pins and 
other memorabilia, visit the parks, and 
immerse themselves in all things Disney. 
One Saturday, Pix Pak, a group of Pixar- 
centric super-fans, prowled Disneyland, 
first watching Mickey and the Magical 
Map before visiting Buzz Lightyear Astro 
Blasters. Pix Pak wear varsity jackets and 
are named for Pixar’s in-house volleyball 
team. Find them in the park, answer a 
question about Pixar trivia, and they’ll 
give you a bottle-cap button modeled 
after the ones in Up. 

The same day, Captain EO’s Rag Tag 
Crew met at their favorite attraction—the 
Michael Jackson Captain EO show- 
before visiting the rest of the park. That 
night, members of the Disney Resort 
Imbeciles, Walt’s Misfits, Holidayland- 
ers and Jungle Cruisers stalked a music 
extravaganza, some sipping cocktails lit 
by LED ice cubes. 

The clubs occasionally intermingle, 
especially among the smaller- and 
medium-sized groups made up of families. 

“We think it’s great talking to and 


meeting other social clubs,” says VJ 
Escote, an original member of Pix Pak. 
“It’s awesome how each social club has 
its own way of ‘doing the parks,’ so when 
we hang out with them, which is usu¬ 
ally every trip to the park, it’s almost like 
experiencing the parks again for the first 
time. It’s new again.” 

But club activities aren’t just kept to 
inside the resort. Most groups host events 
outside of the parks—meet-ups, movie 
nights, parties and other miscellany. 

“Outside of the park, our club has done 
everything from Halloween parties to 
birthday parties, to Thanksgiving dinners, 
camp outs, barbecues and good ol’ fash¬ 
ioned Disney movie nights,” Stout says. 
“We think of ourselves as a family, and we 
do everything a family would do.” 

Achieving membership varies among 
social clubs, but they almost univer¬ 
sally employ an apprenticeship and 
invitation system. Most clubs initially 
recruited through social media—via 
Instagram, Facebook or Twitter—but are 
now favoring a more personal, one-on- 
one approach as they grow larger and 
more visible. Interested Disneygoers are 
encouraged to reach out to club mem¬ 
bers they see at the park, follow relevant 
Instagram hashtags, and interact and 
engage in whatever ways possible. 

Some clubs require prospects to send 
a formal email or message request¬ 
ing membership and attend scheduled 
meetups, where they go through a shad¬ 
owing process that teaches them about 
the respective clubs and their codes of 
conduct, which for the most part requires 
regular park visits and treating cast mem¬ 
bers, other visitors and the park with 
the utmost respect. But for some groups, 
membership used to be as easy as posting 
a picture. 

“Originally, people would approach us 
and ask to take a picture with us,” says 
Goetz. “They’d post the picture and tag 
us, and we’d give them a thumbs up or a 
thumbs down. At the start, it was very loose. 

“A year in, we started having people 
claim they were members, and the prob¬ 
lems started,” he continues. “People 
said that we were elitist or not real fans. 
Last year, we shut everything down and 
decided to start again. We told everyone 
that if they wanted to still be a part of us, 
to go back to their original picture and 
retag us. We started to give out member¬ 
ship numbers. It went from basically 
instant approval to a much longer process. 

“During the last round of approvals 
in December, we had one guy who had 
waited seven months,” Goetz concludes. 
“He never complained. That’s the kind of 
people we want.” 

uring high-traffic nights, a 
corner of Disney California 
Adventure is blocked off to 
host the Mad T Party, the latest Disney 
Co. attempt at a hip, neon-fueled, sort- 
of-family-friendly faux rave, complete 
with thumping, quick EDM, an Alice In 
Wonderland cocktail party, and dancers 
recruited from local dance crews. 

One weekend, Disney’s house band, 
fronted by the “Mad Hatter” and “Alice,” 
took their places in front of D J White 
Rabbit’s booth, backlit by numerous neon 
tubes. Stilt walkers dressed in purple, 
their elongated legs resembling those of 
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wandering flamingos, wove through slam¬ 
dancing high schoolers and early twen- 
tysomethings half-jokingly grinding on 
one another. In the middle of it all were 
social-club members. Some groups met 
up, hugging and greeting as they texted 
members of other groups, inviting them 
to join them. Others, however, stood far 
apart, eyeing the crowd, separated from 
the greater social-club community by 
awkwardness, age and the expected riffs 
that happen whenever people join viral 
groups at the outskirts of accepted society. 

Social clubs, both specific groups and 
the clubs as a whole, have attracted plenty 
of criticism from other Disneyland-goers 
as the clubs have grown more visible. 
Allegations of bad behavior, elitism, line 
cutting, turf wars, disability-assistance 
abuse and even drug use come up often 
when other hardcore Disney fans discuss 
the clubs. Real, actual motorcycle gangs 
have approached several of the clubs, 
prompting members to alter their attire 
or not wear their vests as often. Thanks in 
part to the unrestricted founding of new 
clubs, some Disney-goers began wearing 
vests while adhering to much less strin¬ 
gent codes of conduct and embarassing 
the movement in the process. 

Walking around the parks, the clubs 
draw more than the quick glance. More 
often than not, when one group passes 
another, members turn their heads, eyes 
fixated on the shrinking lettering that 
adorns the backs of the vests. When 
social-club members meet friends already 
in line, it’s obvious. When club members 
are drinking, it’s obvious. Anything vest- 


wearing club members do is obvious. 

“The park used to be strict on ‘line- 
jumping/ but lately, they’ve been really 
lenient,” says an annual-passport holder 
from San Francisco who requested ano¬ 
nymity. “We were in line for the Disney 
Live show at Disney California Adventure 
last July, directly behind a family wearing 
matching vests.... I thought it was just 
a family thing. About 30 minutes later, 
five minutes prior to the doors opening, 
a group of adults all wearing matching 


vests hopped over the barriers to join 
them. My 2-year-old nephew said, ‘Hey! 
All these people just came in front!’ None 
of them seemed to care. 

“The worst was one night when my 
son wanted to go on the Monsters, Inc. 
ride while the Mad T Party was happen¬ 
ing,” the passport holder continues. “We 
had to walk through crowds of Disney 
gangs only to find that right at the ride 
entrance, a group of them was smoking 
weed. We told the ride operator, and she 


said they take issues like that very seri¬ 
ously. We rode the ride, and when we got 
off, she approached us to let us know that 
the group was still there outside the ride, 
and they were still smoking. Because it 
was a large group of males, she didn’t feel 
comfortable approaching them, so she 
called security.” 

Multiple anti-social club Twitter and 
Instagram accounts with names such as 
“stopmakingscs” and “nomorescs” sprung

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up to highlight bad behavior and troll 
the clubs. Larger clubs found themselves 
specifically targeted by facetious accounts 
and social clubs—Main Street Elite by the 
short-lived “Lame Street Elite” and the 
Neverlanders by “NeverGrowUp SC.” 

“It’ll be interesting to look back five 
years from now and see where the Dis¬ 
neyland social club trend went,” tweeted 
Andy Castro, a prominent Disney blogger 
who writes a regular column about the 
parks on MiceChat, on Oct. 8, 2013. (He 
declined to be interviewed for this story, 
referring instead to comments he had 
already made on Twitter.) “The claim 
that social clubs are just ‘misunderstood’ 


the rest are being made out to be ruffians, 
when in all honesty, they are some of the 
most amazing people I have ever met in 
my life.... If you were to take the time 
to talk to someone in one of our clubs, 
you will find that we’re all just big Dis¬ 
ney geeks, and this is a way for us to get 
together in the parks and celebrate every¬ 
thing Walt built for us.” 

Disney, at this point, has been mostly 
mum about the clubs but is aware of their 
existence. Though the park has turned 
away guests for attire issues before (gang 
attire is disallowed, and you won’t find a 
Hells Angels or Mongols cut in the park), 
Disney officially welcomes the social 
clubs. “We are fortunate to have guests 
who share such a strong affinity for the 
Disneyland Resort,” says Disneyland 
spokesperson Kevin Rafferty Jr. when 
asked about the groups. 



is fascinating because they’re misunder¬ 
stood by design.... Exclusive clubs that 
only accept members after performing 
various rituals; wearing appropriated 
biker gang attire to the park in groups ...” 

A month earlier, a Twitter account 
belonging to a nonexistent social club 
connected to Castro alleged that a physi¬ 
cal confrontation between clubs had 
actually happened, that two members 
of different clubs had fought over turf. 
“Our friends in Disney security shared an 
interesting story with us about two rival 
Disneyland social clubs that will remain 
unnamed,” reads the start of a series of 
tweets on Sept. 1,2013, by Wig Wags SC. 
“Turns out these two clubs had a fight, 
yes, a real fight over whose turf a specific 
location belonged to. What is the location, 
you ask? Redd Rocket’s Pizza Port.” 

The rumor was quickly dismissed as 
hearsay on forums, and no correspond¬ 
ing police report matching the published 
details of the incident is on file at the 
Anaheim Police Department. But the 
allegation obviously disturbed the social 
clubs. Their members came out in force 
to try to calm down any negative reaction. 
“I have been an AP [annual-pass holder] 
for the past 12 years,” wrote Neverlanders 
co-founder Angel Mendoza on MiceChat. 
“Again, the fight mentioned above has not 
occurred; all of the social clubs that exist 
are in contact with one another, so we 
would have known of any alleged fight.” 

Macready added, “As the founder of 
a social club, I find this blatantly false 
rumor very unnerving. The Neverland¬ 
ers, Main Street Elite, Hitchhikers and 


r he current wave of social clubs 
isn’t the first time youth groups 
have swarmed Disneyland and 
made others uncomfortable. In the late 
1960s, Disneyland dealt with hippies and 
anarchists, most infamously in the 1970 
Yippie invasion of Disneyland, which saw 
hundreds of “long hairs” conquer Tom 
Sawyer Island, block major thorough¬ 
fares, get into fights with security and 
police, and force an early, unexpected 
closure—one of only two times Dis¬ 
neyland has officially closed early for a 
non-private event. (The other time was 
9/11.) The park dealt with legitimate gang 
issues in the 1970s and 1980s; in the late 
1990s came an influx of teenagers, drawn 
by more youth-centric attractions and 
a dramatic drop in the cost of an annual 
pass. Disneyland became popular with 
“Gothics,” who formed what might be 
the first proto-social club: the Disneyland 
Arcane Crew (DAC). 

“Teenagers in Mohawks, dog collars 
and anarchy patches crowding Tomor- 
rowland,” reads a 1997 Los Angeles Times 
article. “Groups of ghoulishly dressed 
youths in the parking lots of Disneyland 
and nearby businesses, some drinking or 
smoking joints and sending tourists walk¬ 
ing the other way.” 

The crowds pushed the Anaheim 
Police Department into a zero-tolerance 
enforcement, citing youths on the blocks 
surrounding the resort for crimes as light 
as jaywalking. 

“They are just misdirected delinquents 
rather than gang members, but they are 
all the heck everywhere,” Anaheim Offi- 
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cer Dave Wiggins told the Times during 
the peak of the DAC. “And when they 
have been drinking, they taunt tourists, 
they use spray paint, they throw bottles, 
camp out... It’s kind of turned the tourist 
area into a free-for-all.” 

Though there was very little real crime 
related to the DAC, their presence wor¬ 
ried many of the other guests. 

“I tell you, it’s something different,” 
Heather Armand, a mother from Palm 
Springs, told the Times. “You don’t really 
expect it here because it’s a family place, 
and they’re not real good examples for 
young kids. It gives you that element of 
uneasiness I never had here before.... 
You just don’t feel safe anymore.” 

The Goths disappeared when Tomor- 
rowland—especially popular among 
them—closed for renovation, and cast 
members from that period remember 
them as mostly harmless. “I’d see them 
all the time near the Matterhorn,” says 
Kenny Vee, a former Disneyland cast 
member who worked from 1994 to 1997 
and 2002 to 2004. “I never knew them to 
be much of an issue, except for intimidat¬ 
ing some guests.” 

And while many of the complaints 
about the DAC are still made today about 
the social clubs, there is one major dif¬ 
ference: No one has complained to the 
police or Disneyland. And that may be 
because many of the social clubs now 
have used their numbers, visibility and 
skills to help others. 

Charitable work has become a large 
part of what many social clubs do, both 
for their own members and for the 
greater community. The Neverlanders 
raised more than $5,000 during the last 
CHOC Walk In the Park benefitting the 
Children’s Hospital of Orange County. In 
the aftermath of Typhoon Haiyan, Pix Pak 
sent more than 15 boxes of supplies and 
food to the Philippines. Many of the Black 
Death Crew’s members are involved with 
the 501st Legion, a Star Wars costuming 
organization that sends squads of Storm 
Troopers to fan-based charity events free 
of charge. 

“The Black Death Crew isn’t a social 
club; it’s a social charity,” Goetz says. “We 
like to be more personal with our charity. 
We have members from all walks of life, 
so we encourage people to do what they 
can for people who we know will appreci¬ 
ate it. They can give money, send cards, 
toys, make things. It’s nice to do anything 
that we can.” 

Main Street Elite first came together to 
support one of their member’s sons, who 
was diagnosed with leukemia last year. 
They plan to make charity a larger part of 
their organization moving forward. “Like 
any other family, we knew we needed to 
step up and help them,” Stout says. “We 
raised more than $4,000 for all of his 
medicine and medical care.... We’ve also 
come together for Toys for Tots and other 
events for any member that needs our 
help. We help our MSE family as much as 
possible, and when a family member falls, 
you pick them up.” 


XT|pn a recent Sunday night, the Won- 
I derlanders crowded into a Tower 
of Terror elevator in the last min¬ 
utes before Disney California Adventure 
closed. The 11 members of the club filled 
most of the rows, with a few smaller 


groups sitting in the front seats. The 
Wonderlanders buzzed, as the ride pre¬ 
pared to send off its final car of the night. 

“Is it anyone’s birthday tonight? Or is 
anyone celebrating anything?” the cast 
member in charge asked. 

After a few seconds of silence, the 
Wonderlanders started speaking up.

As other members joined in, a girl at 
the front, slight and not yet out of her 
teens, meekly raised a hand to just below 
her shoulder. 

Macready noticed immediately, calm¬ 
ing down the crowd and pointing her out. 
“Wait, guys, we have a hand up there,” 
he said. 

“It’s actually my birthday,” the girl 
nearly whispered to the cheers of the 
Wonderlanders. 

“What’s your name?” Macready asked. 

“Claire.” 

Simultaneously, the Wonderlanders 
burst into a rendition of “Happy Birth¬ 
day,” turning Claire a slight shade of scar¬ 
let. It was the ninth time that day they 
had sung someone a song. 

“Everyone talks about the magic of Dis¬ 
neyland,” Macready says. “I completely 
believe in it. When I was 20,1 worked 
full-time as an EMT, but I got a job at 
Disney, too. After my shifts, I would hang 
around and people-watch. Sure, you see 
some people sort of forcing their kids to 
have fun because they paid so much to 
get into the park, but you see genuine 
moments, too. As a cast member, it was 
amazing to be able to think, T’m part of 
this; I get to make magic happen.’ The 
club still hold those values today. 

“That’s what I expect of the Wonder¬ 
landers,” Macready concludes. “If you see 
trash, pick it up. If you see a family that’s 
having trouble—a mom taking a picture of 
a dad with kids, and then the dad taking a 
picture of the mom and kids—help them 
out. That’s a magical moment they can 
remember for the rest of their lives, and it 
doesn’t take that much effort. One of the 
girls we sang ‘Happy Birthday’ to came 
up to me afterward and said it was the 
best birthday she had ever had. It’s awe¬ 
some that we get to do that for someone, 
that we get to make magic.”

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Return of the Pizza Parlor 


Craftsman Woodfired Pizza brings back the family-feedbag concept in Placentia

I f you’re opening a new pizza restaurant 
these days, either you’re going after the 
fast-fired casual model pioneered by 
Pieology and 800 Degrees, or you’re aiming 
for the authenticity of Mozza and Pizzeria 
Ortica. The new Craftsman Woodfired 
Pizza is neither; it’s an honest-to-goodness 
pizza parlor, the first one I’ve seen in a 
longtime. Think of Shakey’s in its heyday, 
the kind of place your Little League coach 
would take you to soften a loss or celebrate 
a victory Either way, you know you’re get¬ 
ting pizza. 

As a pizza parlor, Craftsman fits in the 
comfortable middle ground of pizza-pie 
purveyor. You’re not here to spend a for¬ 
tune on your meal or impress a hot date; 
you’re here to be served hot pizza still on 
the tin, washed down with a pitcher of beer 
you’ll share with someone who has already 
seen you in your sweat pants. There are 
booths, long tables, a bar and plenty of tele¬ 
visions tuned to sports. In the back, an open 
kitchen allows you to witness pies being 
made by guys who press the dough flat with 
their palms, sprinkle it with toppings, then 
slide it into the gaping hole of a wood-fired 
oven. Because of what it is and where it’s 
located (in a quiet shopping center in quiet 
Placentia), Craftsman is also decidedly 
hipster-free. It’s rare to see anyone here 
younger than 25 who isn’t with parents; 
instead, you see whole nuclear families— 
Mom, Dad, Grandpa, Grandma and the 
kids, all together for a meal. On a visit, I 
sat near a table of actual soccer moms who 
brought a team still in their grass-stained 
uniforms. And when this prepubescent 
set ate their pizzas, they did so by eating 
around the crust. 

The pizzas are wonderful, by the way. 
They aren’t thin or cracker-like as at Pieol- 
ogy’s. There’s a real bread-like integrity to 
the dough, something to really chew on. 


But unlike Mozza’s pies, the crusts aren’t 
puffed up to balloons; there’s a uniform 
thickness throughout. When I picked 
up a slice, my fingers became covered in 
cornmeal and soot. First and foremost, the 
pizzas are designed to be melted-cheese 
platforms. More satisfying than California 
Pizza Kitchen’s, but less substantial than 
deep dish, they’re the cheesiest pizzas I’ve 
had in a while. Even after being sliced, 
the cut seams disappeared, as the melted 
cheese restitched itself. 

You have the option of building your

own pizza with toppings that range from 
the mundane (pepperoni and mozzarella) 
to the unorthodox (steak and blue cheese). 
No toppings exist here that could be con¬ 
sidered weird by the Cleaver clan (there is 
no Thai pizza with bean sprouts or even 
barbecue chicken). For an idea of where 
Craftsman is coming from, consider that 
it’s described a pizza topped with jalapenos 
and pineapple as “a daring combination.” 

Craftsman’s most interesting pizzas are 
the bacon and Brussels sprouts pizza, the 
steak and potato, and the shrimp and spin¬ 
ach, in that order. That bacon pizza may be 
the best of its kind in OC. Rendered crisp 
and embedded in a big wave of cheese, 
the bacon pieces appear in every mouth¬ 
ful, their crunchy texture intact. The steak 
pizza is as hearty as a casserole, with the 


grilled tri-tip sliced into thick pieces, the 
potato cut into wheels, all of it buried in 
gobs of smoked Gouda with strips of cara¬ 
melized onion. The shrimp pizza, which 
might sound tempting (what shrimp dish 
isn’t?), seems to be the one pizza that tastes 
less than the sum of its parts. Though 
cooked correctly, the shrimp needed some¬ 
thing, well, more “daring.” 

Apart from the pizzas, which run $9 
for a 10-inch pie that serves about one to 
two people to $15 for a 14-inch one that 
could feed two to three, you’ll also want 
appetizers, which are done very well here. 
The beer-battered zucchini were cooked 
to order, spewing scalding juice when I bit 
into them too early. The fries are hand-cut 
in house, but the best appetizer I ate was 
the sweet potato chips. When I detected 
what tasted like cinnamon-spiced brown 
sugar on the surface, one of my companions 
licked his and confirmed it. 

If you need a salad, get the bright and 
surprisingly competent citrus-grilled 
chicken, which is akin to a Chinese 
chicken salad that’s only missing its won- 
tons. And for dessert, there’s an apple pie 
topped with vanilla ice cream, served on 
a sputtering-hot plate surrounded by a 
lake of boiling caramel lava.

Since the 
moms obliged them the dessert, I can 
only guess the team either suffered one 
devastating loss or won the most glorious 
of victories.

W hen someone finally does a history 
of non-Mexican Latinos in Orange 
County, restaurants must get a shout-out. 

For sure, there would be Regina's in Garden 
Grove, which has long served as a gather¬ 
ing spot for homesick Argentines wanting 
to scream, "jHijo de la gran puta!" when its 
national soccer squad underperforms in yet 
another World Cup. Also on the list would 
be Mil Jugos (for being the first Venezuelan 
restaurant to open in Orange County, if not 
Southern California) and Inka Mama's (for 
popularizing Peruvian food in South County). 

Buttopping them all has to be Mercado 
Corona in Laguna Hills. Opened in 1992 
by a Mexican immigrant from the state of 
Durango, the tiny storefront at first resembles 
the dozen or so small Mexican markets that 
thrive in South County, from the money- 
transfer booth near the aguas frescas to 
the bottles of Tapatio on all the tables in the 
dining room to the menu above the counter: 
quick-service Mexican standards such as 
chilaquiles, tacos, tortas and burritos. But 
once it's your turn to order, you start seeing 
hints of another reality. Next to the soda 
fountain are papers advertising Argentine 
empanadas, Colombian candies, Brazilian 
health supplements. Then you hear the lilting 
Argentine Spanish emerging from the meat 
counter and take a glance at the aisles, each 
divided by Latin American countries, each 
groaning with goodies. Fact is, Mercado 
Corona is the most seamless culinary mar¬ 
riage of Mexico and the rest of Latin America 
in Orange County, if not the Southland. 

It's the type of place where paisas in their 
streaked painting overalls stand alongside 
retired Ecuadorian abuelitas loading up their 
minivans for the ride backto Laguna Woods, 
where the music can go from Carlos Vives to 
Marco Antonio Solis, and no one raises an 
eyebrow, but rather everyone silently mouths 
along. Best of all? The alcohol: Argentines 
share a good Malbec, while a Mexican fin¬ 
ishes off his tall boy of Modelo. 

While the Mexican food is fine, I prefer 
the Argentine specials, available only if you 
ask for them. From pastas to parrilladas, 
sandwiches to seemingly all the alfajores 
on Earth, Mercado Corona is as fine a South 
American restaurant around. And the best 
dish of them all? The milanesa torta: fluffy 
bread, buttery breaded beef, served in a por¬ 
tion as big as Tierra del Fuego, with the nice 
Argentine butcher offering a free roasted 
chile, equally Argentina and Mexico. So... 
who wants to write the book?

Wanting to pay homage to my 
family and culture, I paired that nickname 
with a staple of all great cooking: a well- 
stocked pantry. The rest was history. 

Your best recent food find: 

NGUYEN : I am obsessed with the yuk gae 
jang from Jang Mo Jip in Garden Grove. 

My roommate is Korean and took me there 
for its famous sullentang, but I opted for 
something different instead. It’s this incred¬ 
ibly piquant broth, with taro stems, glass 
noodles and shredded braised beef, among 
other delicious ingredients. I’ve been 
hooked ever since. 

How did you two meet? 

AMY PHAM: Nathaniel and I worked 
together at Katsuya in Laguna Beach. I was 
a line cook, and he was a server. He’d always 
steal spicy mayo off my station to eat with 
his rice. [Winks] 


On the Line

Favorite places to eat: 

NGUYEN : I just got introduced to Taqueria 
Mexico off Springdale and Westminster, and 
I can’t get enough of its 92-cent tacos. When 
I’m coming home from an event in LA, I 
always make it a point to stop in. There’s 
always a line, no matter what time I’ve gone, 
and these cooks have incredible showman¬ 
ship as well. I also love Nem Nuong Khanh 
Hoa in Garden Grove. My aunt is the chef 
there, and she definitely taught me to learn 
and love the food of my culture. Out of all 
the stages I’ve done, working alongside her 
has been the most fun. And then there’s Sota 
Sushi in Corona del Mar. Sota is one of my 
mentors and has taught me so much about 
Japanese cuisine when I staged with him. 
His take on Japanese sushi is so unique. And 
ask for the fish ribs! Seriously. I won’t ruin 
the surprise. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook:

We post our schedule one month 
in advance on our website and host our 
classes at the Hood Kitchen space. 

Where was your most recent meal? 

NGUYEN : I just had a dozen cookies from 
Drive Me Cookie, a fellow client from the 
Hood Kitchen space.

Fit for a Family 


Chicken dinner at the Honda Center’s Grand Terrace 


I t has been a while since the manage¬ 
ment of the Honda Center opened 
the Grand Terrace, the restaurant 
and outdoor patio above the main ves¬ 
tibule on the Katella Avenue side of the 
arena. Like the Jack Daniels club, it’s 
a restricted area; on game nights, it’s 
restricted to people who have season 
club passes. You’ll have a better chance 
at going on show nights, when it’s less, 
well, restricted. It’s not a particularly 
elegant place—it’s loud and busy, more 
like a sports bar than a temple of gas¬ 
tronomy—but you’re not coming to a 
Ducks game for a candlelit, romantic 
dinner; you’re coming to watch the 
guys embarrass the hell out of some 
Canadian team who has never won the 
Stanley Cup. 

You could quite easily feed a family 
of four with an appetizer and a platter 
of celery-apple roasted chicken. The 
chicken, all six pieces of it (for $18!), was 
surprisingly tender and cooked so there 
was still juice in the center, though the 
celery and apple didn’t assert themselves 
at all; the gravy really complemented 
it well and wasn’t salty. The polenta is 
as good as you’ll find at any Italian res¬ 
taurant, with a cheesy, creamy texture 
inside a crispy shell. The asparagus was 
stone-cold but roasted perfectly. A note 
to the management: cold, roasted aspara¬ 
gus is one of the glories of a springtime 
picnic. Put a little dish of aioli on the

plate for dipping and pretend you’re 
doing it on purpose. 

Because there is so much activity 
going on, though, you do need to arrive 
at least an hour and a half before faceoff 
so you have time to eat. Remember to 
ask for everything you’ll want when you 
order because you’re competing with 50 
other people for your server’s attention.

Strawberry Caipirinha at 
Agora Churrascaria 

A gora Churrascaria is one of the best, 
if not the best place to eat steak in 
Irvine. It's expensive, but what restau¬ 
rant offering all-you-can-eat Brazilian 
churrasco isn't? There is, however, a 
way to eat here without spending your 
entire day's paycheck: happy hour. Sit at 
the bar and ask for the $9 single-trip hot 
foods and salad buffet, at which you can 
load your plate as full as you want, one 
time, from the most immaculately curated 
buffet line in OC. 

If that mountain of food you man¬ 
aged to fit onto your plate isn't enough, 
you could also ask for some churrasco, 
which is available during happy hour in 
controlled portions for about $4. You're 
better off investing that money in the 
caipirinha, though—Brazil's national 
drink. And if you're going to have a 
caipirinha, you might as well make it a 
strawberry one, which is as delicious 
and dangerous as the regular stuff, but 
softened with fruit. 



THE DRINK 

The drink crunches with sugar, is sharp 
with lime juice, and burns with cachaga, 
a distilled spirit made from sugarcane 
juice. In the glass, the bartender will 
muddle some basil, which gives it the 
grassy note it needs. The whole thing is 
refreshing, tasting like a sort of straw¬ 
berry limeade capable of knocking you 
down hard if you hadn't already fortified 
your stomach with all of that food.

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The Bear In Arms 

In Russian hit Stalingrad, the block busters you

I n the admittedly dubious interest of 
using national stereotypes as a way 
of understanding human nature, let’s 
posit that while Americans have always 
emerged from the womb cheerfully, 
pleased with their right to pursue happi¬ 
ness, Russians were born to suffer. That 
may help explain why Fedor Bondar¬ 
chuk’s 3D spectacle Stalingrad couldn’t 
have been made in today’s Hollywood, 
or perhaps the Hollywood of any time. 
Despite its wholly modern special effects, 
the movie is old-fashioned and compel¬ 
ling in a way that almost defies descrip¬ 
tion. Lush with feeling that could easily 
be mistaken for sentimentality, Stalingrad 
is more like a 19th-century novel than a 
21st-century blockbuster. It’s theatrical 
and intense, sometimes in an overbearing 
way, but it’s never boring. Human forti¬ 
tude is its real subject; history is merely 
its reason for existing. 

Partly a war movie in the traditional 
sense, Stalingrad roughs out the story of 
the Russian army’s desperate, ultimately 
successful, struggle to wrest that city 
from the Germans in the fall of 1942. But 
Bondarchuk and screenwriters Sergey 
Snezhkin and Ilya Tilkin, weave a mythi¬ 
cal component through the threads of 
history: Upon their arrival in the ravaged 
city, a group of five soldiers sets up a com¬ 
mand post in a half-destroyed apartment

building. There, living among the ruins, 
they meet 18-year-old Katya (Mariya 
Smolnikova), who has thus far survived 
the brutality of German forces and who 
refuses to leave her home. 

Katya is a metaphor for the Russian 
spirit if ever there was one, a gaunt, magi¬ 
cal pixie with haunted eyes—she’s almost 
too much, Natalie Wood crossed with 
Giulietta Masina, with a dash of Anna 
Magnani’s defiance. But she’s so clearly a 
fantasy figure, a symbol of the unname- 
able spiritual something these desperate 
soldiers are fighting for, that her presence 
feels completely natural. And one by one, 
the men fall for her, some in a romantic 
sense, others in a more brotherly, protec¬ 
tive way. One teaches her how to use a 
rifle’s sight: Right off the bat, she picks off 
a German soldier as he draws some water 
from a pump, and she’s made to regret 
it immediately, as even in war, some 


decency must prevail. For her birthday, 
three of the men steal a bathtub for her— 
this is a world in which a warm bath is a 
nearly impossible luxury. 

You can see why these men need 
Katya. Bondarchuk—the son of Sergey 
Bondarchuk, who directed the mid-’60s 
Russian War and Peace, which won an 
Oscar in 1969 for Best Foreign Language 
Film—presents a thoroughly detailed 
siege landscape, a great city in danger 
of being smashed by German aggres¬ 
sion. The backdrops, especially as seen 
in IMAX 3D, are majestic to the point of 
being overwhelming: Stately buildings, 
their fa£ades cracked or half-destroyed, 
smolder gloomily in the background. 

The battle of Stalingrad was the most 
harrowing of World War II, and Bon¬ 
darchuk doesn’t skimp on the horrors: 
The Germans, prepared for the Russians’ 
assault from the banks of the Volga, set 
their fuel reserves on fire and pour the 
flaming liquid downhill. The Russian 
soldiers, aflame and screaming, charge 
forward anyway, the image both haunt¬ 
ing and alarming. 

Stalingrad’s battle sequences—and there 
are many of them—are generally artful: 
When a bullet hits its mark, the result 
is a slo-mo blood spurt a la Sam Peckin¬ 
pah. But Bondarchuk may be a little too 
good at turning real-life historical horror 
into action-movie spectacle. Sometimes 
Stalingrad, despite its obviously serious 
intentions, looks too much like a generic 
Hollywood action picture; it doesn’t mute 
history’s violence, and yet there’s some¬ 
thing distastefully artificial and distancing 
about the way that violence is presented. 
There are some good reasons it was the 


top-grossing Russian film of 2013. 

Stalingrad is far more successful in 
addressing the cost of war to individuals, 
the way it either cracks them to pieces 
or draws out reserves of valor and 
integrity they didn’t know they had—or 
both. Bondarchuk has populated his 
scenes with great Russian faces, actors 
whose names we may not know but who 
nevertheless fill the screen as though 
movie stars: Andrey Smolyakov, as an 
older soldier who feels a paternal pro¬ 
tectiveness toward Katya, has a tough- 
guy visage that’s both dour-looking 
and resolutely cheerful; he’s the spirit 
of optimism behind a face that rarely 
smiles. The movie does feature one bona- 
fide international movie star, Thomas 
Kretschmann, who, as with so many Ger¬ 
man actors of his generation, has played 
his share of Nazi soldiers. (He even 
played one in another Stalingrad, made 
by Joseph Vilsmaier in 1993.) But he 
has depth and sensitivity, and he brings 
both to bear here as a German officer 
who forcefully takes a beautiful Russian 
woman (Yanina Studilina) as his mistress, 
only to reveal he actually feels a com¬ 
plicated tenderness toward her. On the 
most basic level, Stalingrad is a simple 
war picture, straightforward in its bru¬ 
tality. But there’s another movie nestled 
inside, a more complex, somber one. And 
that one needs no special 3D effects.

stars Thomas Kretschmann, Pyotr Fyodorov, 
Sergey Bondarchuk, Mariya Smolnikova and 
Yanina Studilina.

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OPENING 

NON-STOP Action heroes with nothing 
to lose are the best kind, perhaps 
the only kind worth watching. In the 
opening seconds of Jaume Collet- 
Serra's Non-Stop, Liam Neeson's 
federal air marshal Bill Marks slumps 
in his parked vehicle, sloshing a few 
glugs of whiskey into a paper cup and 
fingering a snapshot of an adorable 
tot. In movie shorthand, everything 
he stands to lose or has already 
lost is there in that photograph, and 
Neeson plays to it as if it were a 
big-name costar. Somehow, this fine 
and serious actor has reinvigorated 
his career in middle age by becom¬ 
ing an action hero. He has the face, 
noble and sad, of a wounded lion. If 
only Non-Stop were worthy of him. 
Neeson does nearly everything right 
in this terror-in-the-skies thriller. Just 
after takeoff, Marks receives a myste¬ 
rious text telling him that if a kajillion 
billion dollars (or thereabouts) isn't 
wired into a special account within 20 
minutes, someone on the plane will 
die. Marks takes action immediately, 
but neither he nor we can be sure it's 
the right action. He does some smart 
things—like enlisting new acquain¬ 
tance Jen Summers (Julianne Moore) 
to help him scan video surveillance 
screens to see which passengers in 
the cabin to might be using their fin¬ 
gers and thumbs to send the offend¬ 
ing messages—and some very dumb 
things, things that in real life would 
incite instant panic among the pas¬ 
sengers. The script is an atrocity in 
which dumb stuff happens without a 
modicum of logic. Nobody's demand¬ 
ing an action-thriller plot that's 100 
percent plausible. But is 55 percent 


too much to ask? (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

POMPEII When Vesuvius kabooms 
an hour into Pompeii, it interrupts a 
perfectly spirited gladiator picture the 
likes of which Hollywood just doesn't 
make, a rousing slaves-vs.-Romans 
close-combat thriller I was in no way 
ready to see chucked in favor of the 
usual CGI apocalypse. Kit Harington 
(Game of Thrones' Jon Snow) stars 
as Celtic Warrior Whose Name I 
Forget, an orphaned hunk with abs 
so sharply defined you could race 
Matchbox cars through the grooves 
between them. He's hauled from a 
bloody-puddle London slave pit to 
battle in Pompeii's glittering arena, 
which is the gladiator equivalent of 
Triple-A ball, just one step down from 
Rome. Slave Hunk falls for Pompeiian 
princess Cassia (Emily Browning) 
and, more promisingly, strikes up a 
terrifically entertaining friendship 
with Atticus (Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje), a champion pit-fighter our 
hero is slated to face in to-the-death 
combat. Before that can happen, 
the volcano blows up. Anderson is 
an impressive crafter of pop-gothic 
images, and each shot of cataclysmic 
nonsense flows smoothly into the 
next, a feat once so fundamental to 
filmmaking that it still feels absurd 
to have to praise it. Better still is the 
combat. Anderson's battles are crisp, 
brutal, and stirring, and unlike Ridley 
Scott he doesn't try to shame us for 
wanting to see gladiators crack each 
other's skulls. He stages his fights 
with comic-book zeal rather than 
puffed-up graphic-novel miserable¬ 
ness. The romance is as fresh as the 
box of Arm & Hammer in the back of 
your fridge, and the movie ends on a 


swooningly poetic lovers' clutch that 
had my preview audience howling. 
Laughs are laughs, though, so why 
knock it? (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

ONGOING 

IN SECRET Almost a pop history of 
Western culture's relationship to 
female orgasm, Charlie Stratton's In 
Secret is a spirited zip through Zola's 
sex-and-death morality tale Therese 
Raquin. The first half digs into ennui 
dating back to the dawn of monog¬ 
amy: In 1860s Paris, a young woman 
gets impressed into marriage with a 
dope (Tom Felton) who beds her with 
the dull passion he might apply to eat¬ 
ing oatmeal. Downstairs, that dope's 
mother (played with magnificent 
dudgeon by Jessica Lange)tends a 
fabric shop, the daughter-in-law, to 
her mind, just another needle to be 
threaded. Since Therese, that daugh- 
ter-in-law, is played by Elizabeth 
Olsen, whose eyes hunger like no one 
else's in film, we know this cannot 
last, especially once Therese makes 
the acquaintance of a well-sculpted 
painter played by Oscar Isaac. Isaac's 
Laurent may not be exactly what she 
needs as a person, but good Lord will 
he do as a lover. And he does. Sooner 
than you might expect, these two 
have tumbled into bed, where they 
conjugate each other like gloriously 
dirty verbs. As they couple, no audi¬ 
ence member could ever think this 
isn't going to lead to doom. It's mildly 
dispiriting that the doom that comes 
is potboiler stuff, the lovers collapsing 
their triangle into a simple two-point 
line. Still, the last third veers into deli¬ 
cious hysterics, giving Lange's matri¬ 
arch the chance to wail and gnash 
and snack upon the scenery. Like 
Therese, the mother finds one thing 
worth feeling and goes all in; like 
Stratton's accomplished and hugely 
entertaining movie, she's somehow 
silly and momentous at the same time.

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 
With Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit, the 
latest entry in the somewhat patchy 
canon of Tom Clancy adaptations, 
Kenneth Branagh enters more real¬ 
istic territory than his blockbuster 
Thor —provided your idea of realism 
is elastic enough to embrace the 
adventures of a dutiful young CIA 
agent who races the clock to stop a 
megalomaniacal Russian financier 
from blowing up Wall Street. This spy 
flick is half silliness, half swagger, but 
Branagh's arms-akimbo impudence 
as a director makes it work. Chris 
Pine plays Jack Ryan, a promising 
young student at the London School 
of Economics until 9-11 changes 
everything. He joins the Marines and 
barely survives a chopper crash in 
Afghanistan, coming close to losing 
the use of his legs. Luckily, a young 
doctor-in-training at his rehab orders 
him to "Walk, damn it!" or words to 
that effect. And since she's played by 
Keira Knightley—a woman with the 
eyes of a seductress and the jawline 
of an adorable baby shark—he dares 
not disobey. Meanwhile, CIA elder 
William Harper (Kevin Costner, now 
in full-on silver-fox mode) recruits 
Ryan to work as a plant at a Wall 
Street firm, keeping an eye out for 
hinky funds transfers that could sig¬ 
nal terrorist activity. Ryan accepts, 
eventually heading to Moscow for a 
field assignment, where he crashes 
a thug's head into a hotel bidet. 
Branagh orchestrates all this with 
Zeus-like aplomb: Bodies fly, taking 
chunks out of plaster, and Ryan is 


visibly shaken by his first kill—the 
weight of what he's done hits us just 
when it hits him. Pine is a Jack Ryan 
whose patriotism isn't likely to over¬ 
ride his conscience. (PG) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE MONUMENTS MEN Most of 
us like to think we'd stride into a 
combat zone to save a distressed 
child. But would we do the same for 
a Michelangelo Madonna? You can 
see why George Clooney would be 
attracted to these heroes, particularly 
as Robert M. Edsel (with Bret Witter) 
presents them in his gloriously read¬ 
able 2009 book. Edsel focuses on 
the eight men, among them museum 
curators and art historians, who 
trekked to Europe at the tail end of 
World War II "to inspect and pre¬ 
serve" every important work of art 
or architecture in the path of the 
Allied forces between the English 
Channel and Berlin—and, as it turns 
out, ended up saving hundreds of 
stolen works that Hitler's troops had 
amassed for a grand museum to be 
built in the Fuhrer's honor in Austria. 
History, politics, and civic ideals are 
catnip to Clooney the director, but The 
Monuments Men, either despite its 
clearly noble intentions or because of 
them, stumbles on the march. Clooney 
and co-writer Grant Heslov embellish, 
rearrange, and condense many of the 
details, none of which is a problem. 
But Clooney can't control the story; 
it keeps flying out of his grasp like 
an unruly spring. The Monuments 
Men feels loose and disorganized, 
even though all the requisite cogs 
have been accounted for. His great 
skill as a director may be his affinity 
for actors, and the performers here 
(Jean Dujardin, John Goodman, Cate 
Blanchett, Matt Damon, Bob Balaban, 
Bill Murray.) always have some quiet 
sparkle about them. Monuments Men 
fails in its grand ambitions, but it's 
still satisfying in bits and pieces, like 
a busted statue. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

THAT AWKWARD MOMENT While 
our ingenues scurry toward teen best 
sellers and David 0. Russell flicks, 
here's the next generation of talented 
leading men swaggering into a dude- 
bro Sex and the City. At night, best 
friends played by Zac Efron, Miles 
Teller, and Michael B. Jordan—aka 
the player, the goof, and the roman¬ 
tic—pop Viagra and head to the bar. 

In the mornings, they discuss their 
conquests over brunch. They never 
say the names Samantha, Carrie, and 
Charlotte, but they've gotta see the 
parallels. After all, they're so pop 
culture-obsessed they quote Jerry 
Maguire and insult each other with 
zingers like "What are you, Bridget 
Jones?" and the funny but flummox¬ 
ing "You're like the Judge Reinhold 
of Beverly Hills Cop about not getting 
in a relationship, except you're an 
asshole." The guys look like pup¬ 
pies playing dress-up in their fancy 
Manhattan jobs (Jordan is a doctor, 
Efron and Teller design chick-lit book 
covers with the breathtaking insight 
that women like shoes). But while 
it's easy to tease first-time writer/ 
director Tom Gormican's raunchy 
rom-com, the trio has a shaggy 
chemistry, and most of the jokes 
hit—so many, in fact, that when the 
lads vow that they'll never, ever, have 
girlfriends again, we don't actually 
think they're serious until the rushed 
final act when we realize that was 
supposed to be a plot point. Kudos to 
Imogen Poots and Mackenzie Davis 
for playing interesting human beings, 
not shallow fuck buddies (though 
these commitment-phobic guys wish 
that's all they were). And watch out 
for a closing credits cameo from 
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Michael K. Williams, who played 
Omar against Jordan in The Wire. It's 
all in the game. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

3 DAYS TO KILL In 1990, the same year 
that Kevin Costner released the mas¬ 
sive global hit Dances with Wolves, 
a curious thing happened in France. 
The name Kevin became the country's 
most popular for new babies, a Gaelic 
moniker edging out national stalwarts 
like Antoine and Jules. Imagine if 
everyone in America suddenly named 
their son Pierre. It makes sense, 
then, that Costner's latest, 3 Days 
to Kill, takes place in Paris. Costner 
plays Ethan Renner, a worn-out CIA 
assassin who's spent his life hunting 
baddies with comic book names like 
The Albino and The Wolf. Before the 
credits, Costner kills a half-dozen 
people and is then diagnosed with 
terminal brain cancer, as if fate feels 
it must balance the score to appease 
the widows of the deceased. The 
movie is a singular mess, at once a 
drama about a man confronting his 
pending death, a romance about rec¬ 
onciling with his ex, a comedy about 
his clueless attempts to connect with 
his daughter, and a sci-fi action flick 
where a leather-corset-clad Amber 
Heard pops up with an expensive 
experimental cancer treatment she's 
willing to give him if he comes out of 
retirement to torture and kill another 
dozen or so crooks. Director McG 
wouldn't know the definition of coher¬ 
ence if Charlie's Angels grabbed his 
attention by wearing hot pants and 
then defined it for him slowly. The 
movie doesn't work. But Costner 
does—he's almost a throwback to 
John Wayne and Jimmy Cagney, 
talents who did some of their best 
work simply trying to rise above the 
material. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE WIND RISES Stealth bombers, 
abstracted from their purpose, are 
aesthetically beautiful constructions. 
But appreciating this without consider¬ 
ing their function has certain psychic 
consequences. The hero of Hayao 
Miyazaki's final film, now opening 
with an English-language soundtrack, 
designs an airplane for the sake of 
beauty, though he knows it will be used 
to destroy cities. It's a highly fictional 
account of the life of Jiro Horikoshi, 
who designed the Mitsubishi A6M Zero 
fighter aircraft. In a childhood dream, 
Jiro is approached by Italian aeronauti¬ 
cal engineer Giovanni Caproni, who 
walks with him on the wings of a pre¬ 
posterous old triplane in flight. "Are you 
living your years to the full?" Caproni 
asks. Jiro wakes up determined to 
become an engineer. Miyazaki, too, is 
fully living his years: This is no fading 
talent with his best work behind him; 
the characters are singular and closely 
observed, and the animation is rooted 
in naturalistic human movement and 
gesture. The film is gorgeous. The adult 
Jiro's inspired designs for individual 
plane components soar off the page 
in cross-hatched pencil. Oblivious to 
office politics or current events, he 
exhibits autism-like hyperfocus on 
mathematics and engineering, improv¬ 
ing on the designs of the tempera¬ 
mental but benevolent head engineer 
(Martin Short). Captivated by the curve 
of a fish bone, Jiro incorporates its arc 
into his design. The war rumbles over 
a distant horizon the myopic engineer 
can't see. Like most of Miyazaki's films, 
The Wind Rises has no primary villain 
or Manichaean struggle; though Jiro 
is bound for loss and sadness, asking 
a director known for his embrace of 
ambiguity to make a blunt, declara¬ 
tive political coda seems a little art¬ 
less. (Not Rated) Chris Packham.

Looking for the ghosts of Orange County past with OC’s 

Haunted History Ghost walks

T he former home of one of Orange 
County’s first female physicians 
doesn’t look like your stereotypical 
haunted house, which explains the fune¬ 
real music, discounted Halloween Store 
skulls on the gazebo, and dim lighting one 
recent evening at the Howe-Waffle House 
and Medical Museum in Santa Ana. It’s 
early, and the gates are still closed. There 
are only a couple of people milling about 
in the parking lot as two men adjust a 
podium and straighten chairs, prepping for 
the beginning of the Downtown Santa Ana 
Haunted History Ghost Walk. 

One of those men is Ernie Alonzo, 
founder of the HauntedOC website and 
co-founder of the Ghost Walks in Santa 
Ana and Downtown Orange. Despite a 
similar shaved head and Van Dyke, there 
isn’t a touch of Anton LaVey here, just a 
soft-spoken, affable guy in baggy jeans and 
a sweat shirt. He shakes my hand, checks 
me off the list and lets me in. The other 
man is our tour guide, Charles L. Spratley. 
Tall, dressed in what resembles elegant 
Edwardian funeral-parlor attire, and sport¬ 
ing a salt-and-pepper beard, he’s a lecturer 
and art historian, author of Piercing the 
Veil: Examining San Diego’s Haunted His¬ 
tory and the man behind the HauntedOC’s 
Myth & Mythos blog. 

Within minutes, roughly 30 people have 
shown up for the tour, the mix of gender, 
sexual orientation, age and race refresh¬ 
ingly eclectic. Spratley urges us to come 
in close, adjusts his mic and begins the 
evening with a quote from H.P. Lovecraft’s 
“The Call of Cthulhu.” 

Asking for a show of hands—believers vs. 
non-believers—he gets a fairly even split. 

Alonzo tapped into the idea that OC 
had a rich-enough cultural history to sup¬ 
port a successful walking tour. However, 
an inability to memorize lines and shy¬ 
ness with large crowds would’ve left that 
grand idea to wither if his cousin, working 
as a Disneyland ride operator, hadn’t met 
Spratley. Seeing him read a book on the 
paranormal during a break, the cousin told 
Spratley about Alonzo’s plan. Fortuitously, 
the more-gregarious Spratley ran a ghost 
tour in San Diego from 2004 to 2009. The 
two became fast friends, and the rest is 
entrepreneurial history. 



I’m regaled with stories about 
dead entertainers in the Yost 
green room as a Joe Jackson 
sound-alike sings during Art 
Walk. I smell taco trucks while 
we talk about lynchings. 

If you attend the Ghost Walk expecting 
the sensational, you’ll be disappointed. 
What you get, instead, is 90 minutes of 
documented ghost stories, exercise, spooky 
fun, open-ended philosophical/spiritual 
questions, architectural facts and troubled 
local history. I’m regaled with stories about 
dead entertainers in the Yost green room 
as a Joe Jackson sound-alike sings during 
Art Walk. I smell taco trucks while we talk 
about lynchings. Spratley points out the 
architectural details of a former Masonic 
lodge now home to Scientologists. Outside 
a dentist’s office, near a pungent trash bin, 
we hear poltergeist stories of drills leaving 
their cases at night and embedding them¬ 
selves in chairs. The creep factor increases 
as Spratley details death tolls in the 1933 
earthquake, Santeria, serial killers, Ameri¬ 
can Horror Story: Asylum and ghost activ¬ 
ity at the Citibank on Broadway that once 
used to house a mortuary. 

Wrapping the evening, Alonzo chats 
about several of the investigations he 
and other ghost hunters have done at 
the Howe-Waffle House: Ghostly voices 
whispering, ‘You’re going straight to 
hell”; animals panicking near the carriage 
house; and loud noises from seemingly 
unoccupied areas of the upstairs seem to 
be the rule of the day. Most intriguing is a 
photo taken of an otherwise-empty hall¬ 
way, revealing the misty figure of a naked 
woman poking her torso out of a doorway. 


“It’s not high-quality, but I have it on my 
phone,” he says to the assembled crowd. 

“I’m sure you do,” says Spratley, grinning. 

Alonzo’s a fortunate man, making 
money doing what he loves by tapping into 
people’s curiosity of the unknown through 
Ghost Walks; classes in psychic develop¬ 
ment; lectures; and paranormal expedi¬ 
tions at haunted sites in OC, Riverside 
and LA. I ask if he’s gotten pushback from 
knee-jerk types chalking up his interests 
as “satanic.” Off the record, he names sev¬ 
eral businesses that wouldn’t participate 
for religious reasons. Even members of 
his family don’t fully understand. “Let’s 
just say I know who I can openly discuss 
it with,” he says, “and who I need to avoid 
that conversation with.” 

Spratley doesn’t participate in the 
investigations with Alonzo, that differ¬ 
ence between them an amiable agreement 
to disagree. “I’m skeptical, [but] I’m not 
in an armchair calling bullshit,” Spratley 
says. “I want to believe, but I’m like Carl 
Sagan. I wish there was an afterlife, just 
so I could tell my parents how the kids 
are doing.... When somebody reads or 
hears a ghost story, my advice is to fol¬ 
low the truth. No matter what it says or 
where it goes, that’s never going to lead 
you wrong.”

Coffee... 

Enemas? 

T alkto anyone who has received an enema 
out of necessity, and chances are, he or 
she would never choose to take an enema 
again. As if constipation isn't uncomfortable 
enough, what sane person would inject a fairly 
large amount of liquid into an already cramped 
ass? Apparently, a decent amount! Except now 
people are using a good of cuppa Joe.

But isn't that 
every warning label quickly whispered during 
drug ads?

If you're 
into exploring unconventional methods, 
make sure to read up on the proper proce¬ 
dures before putting anything in your butt;

H ere in the States, we best know 
actor/comedian/New Zealand 
native Rhys Darby as Murray on 
Flight of the Conchords. But when you see 
Darby grab a mic and hit the stage, his 
standup chops prove he’s a lead character.

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How Suite the Sound 

Composer Mike Garson’s music is designed to heal mind, body and soul

screen drops from the rafters, 
obscuring a section of the 
concert-hall stage in the midst 
of a 44-piece orchestra and 50-mem¬ 
ber youth choir. As the musicians play 
the opening strains of an Argentine 
tango, two ballroom dancers appear in 
silhouette, moving gracefully behind 
the screen as the music swirls around 
them. The song ends, the screen slides 
away, and a septuagenarian couple, Bob 
and Nancy Dufault, are revealed as the 
dancers. Nancy, afflicted with Parkin¬ 
son’s disease, has trouble moving with¬ 
out a walker and is often confined to a 
wheelchair. But while the music plays, 
she can dance. While the music plays, 
she is healed. 

The Argentine tango is just one 
of 12 movements in the “Symphonic 
Suite for Healing,” a music-therapy 
project that will premiere Saturday at 
the Segerstrom Concert Hall in Costa 
Mesa. Composed by former David 
Bowie pianist and rock-star emeritus 
Mike Garson, each of the movements 
in the symphony was selected for the 
beneficial effect it produces in patients 
with brain-based illnesses. The Foun¬ 
dation for Neurosciences, Stroke and 
Recovery (FNSR) is sponsoring the 
concert with the Philharmonic Society 
of Orange County. 

“We’ve been reaching out for ways 
to help in the community, and we 
decided to add music therapy as our 
latest project,” says Dr. Christopher 
Duma, an Orange County-based 
neurosurgeon, FNSR founder and 
producer of the suite. The foundation 
also provides support groups; fitness 
classes; and patient advocacy for 
individuals with Parkinson’s disease, 
dementia, stroke and other neurologi¬ 
cal disorders. 

“This is an ongoing project, not just 


a one-time event,” Duma says. “The 
project is also benefiting the Alzheim¬ 
er’s Association of Orange County; 
the National Parkinson’s Foundation; 
the RTH Stroke Foundation, a local 
foundation for stroke; and the Philhar¬ 
monic Society.” 

Duma and Garson started work on 
the “Symphonic Suite for Healing” a 
few years ago, after meeting through 
an unsuccessful online music-school 
start-up. Garson spent more than three 
decades as a member of David Bowie’s 
supporting band; a classical and jazz 
pianist, Garson has been gigging and 
composing since age 14 and has written 
more than 5,000 pieces that span clas¬ 
sical, jazz, rock and pop music. 

“I started writing this kind of music 
as early as ’79 or ’80, so I might have 
about 500 pieces that were specifi¬ 
cally for healing, but they were pieces 
I never thought of as healing,” Garson 
says. “It’s very exciting, and it’s been in 
the making for a very long time.” 

Garson wrote about 30 pieces of 
music specifically for the suite and 
played them for Duma’s patients to 
identify what improved their symp¬ 
toms, their sense of well-being and 
their mood. 

“We’ve been testing patients by 
putting headphones on them and hav¬ 
ing them rate the music over the past 
six months—how it makes them feel, 
whether it’s something they would lis¬ 
ten to again, whether it decreases some 
of the pain they’re having,” Duma says. 

“Everybody has pieces they like, that 
make them feel better—mentally, spiri¬ 
tually, physically,” Garson says. “I’m 
not re-inventing the wheel, I’m just 
contributing to that motion and mak¬ 
ing it a big moment.” 

The two-part concert will open 
with Garson leading a 10-piece jazz 


group through selections from Paga¬ 
nini, jazz legend Dave Brubeck and 
Bowie’s “Space Oddity,” the lyrics for 
which will be performed by part of the 
youth choir. Garson will close the first 
half alone on piano, with a medley of 
George Gershwin standards, and the 
full orchestra will take the stage in the 
second half for the premiere of the 
“Symphonic Suite for Healing.” 

“I usually go out with a trio, quartet, 
solo piano or a rock band—I’m going out 
with 100 pieces on the stage,” Garson 
says. “So it’s a little nerve-wracking.” 

For Garson and Duma, the suite is 
a starting point, and plans to expand 
music therapy throughout Orange 
County and beyond are already in 
the works. 

“What I’m trying to do is hone 
down certain music that is good for 
the general public of patients that are 
not feeling well. Maybe Parkinson’s 
patients like dance music or tangoes, 
while an Alzheimer’s patient might 
like something that can bring them 
back to their past a little easier,” 

Duma says. “An ultimate goal is to put 
music-therapy programs in hospitals, 
so patients can switch to the music- 
therapy channel on the TV and listen 
to that instead of the piped-in music 
that they normally have.” 

“I’m going to be able to play this 
with any orchestra in the world once 
it’s premiered,” Garson says. “I think as 
you get older, you want to help elevate 
the consciousness of the planet, and I 
would hope that this piece will be part 
of that group consciousness.”

It was the British 
equivalent of "fuck you," but the geek was from 
Hollywood and had never been to Europe. 

"Okay, fuckers," he called. "'Ere we go now!" 

His backing band cranked into gear, and the light 
crowd of old punks circled the stage. 

"I ain't no cor-por-ate stooge," he howled. "I 
ain't no gov-er-ment boy no more. I'm as right 
as a good man can be. I ain't no victim of Miss 
Liberty." It was the geek's most popular tune, and 
the band did their best to make it recognizable. 

The rest of their set was less than memorable; 
after a sloppy 45 minutes, they called it a night. 
The crowd returned to the bar. 

The geek made his way backstage and sat as 
sober as he'd been in years—it was one of those 
rare nights when his alcoholic haze remained as 
sweat on the stage. 

He ran his hand down his arm. Tattoos of sail¬ 
ing scenes passed under his fingers—he'd never 
been to sea. 

"Do you think I'm a joke?" the geek asked. "Am 
I valid?" 

"Sure you are," Shawn replied. He counted out 
his percentage of a small take.

Detroit Bar 

We leave our parting words to the club here—and on 

the bathroom wall

I t’s my last time at Detroit Bar, and I 
brought a knife with me. Don't get 
freaked out; it's only a pocket knife. 
And the only time it came out was while I 
was at the urinal, taking a piss. 

By 11 p.m., I’m four beers and three 
bands deep. So it feels only natural—as 
a music journalist and a fan—to use the 
call of nature as an excuse to say goodbye 
to a club that, by the time you read this, 
will be lost to the wrecking ball of time. 
Though the destruction isn’t about the 
building coming down as much as it is a 
new sign going up (good luck to the Way¬ 
farer), the death of Detroit Bar is one that 
deserves my frail attempt at a memorial. 
And what the hell, it's not like I'd be the 
first guy to carve something in the bath¬ 
room wall of this place. 

I walk into the men's room, as non¬ 
chalantly as I have probably a thousand 
times. In the Lysol-scented, echoey den 
of scuffed floor tile and band stickers, I 
prepare myself at the porcelain altar for 
a moment of silent reflection. Then my 
blade hits the tile. I'm alone, so my eyes 
can safely wander. 

The first thing I recognize is how many 
different styles of music are represented 
among this patchwork of acceptable 
public desecration—shreds of old posters 
from Americana crooners, hip-hop tag¬ 
ging, stickers from skate punks and house 
DJs, the carvings of metalheads. Over the 
years, Detroit has been home to artists of 
all different stripes, all of whom felt as 
though they had a place they belonged 
to, a place to start small with the real 
potential of one day taking on the world. 
Some of these artists didn't survive two 
summers in the game, and some are now 
filling theaters and arenas. That kind of 
breeding ground doesn't seem to occur in 
very many places in Orange County any¬ 
more, not as it used to. Of course, no truly 
great club is ever meant to last; it's the 
stories that become immortal. And since 


it opened in 2001, Detroit has witnessed a 
lot of those—too many to even begin list¬ 
ing here. 

When I think of the bar's heyday and 
what owners owners Dan Bradley, Diego 
Velasco, Scott Hamilton and Jason Hus- 
ted, as well as former talent buyers Chris 
Fahey and Jon Reiser, built out of the skel¬ 
eton of the old Club Mesa, I can’t think of 
anything more Orange County. Positioned 
in the corner of a Mexican-populated strip 
mall, its glowing marquee and outdoor 
patio are the only things that hint this is 
a club. “Flashy” was never a part of their 
game plan. But inside, the earthy tones and 
dimly lit Art Deco, the retro TV sets above 
the bar, and the backroom pool table made 
this place instantly palatable to people 
looking for a mix of low-key and cool. 

What started with an inaugural perfor¬ 
mance by Stereolab bloomed into years of 
legendary shows (Modest Mouse, Black 
Francis, Steve Aoki and practically every 
living member of the Wu-Tang Clan), resi¬ 
dencies (Cold War Kids, Foster the People 
and the Growlers), club nights (Bristol 
Sessions, Abstract Workshop, Elephunk, 
Dubtroit, Le Boite Funk and Busy Work), 
and hundreds of artists and thousands 
of fans whose names could never fit into 
one measly print article. In the years 
since Detroit dug its roots into the music 
scene, this unassuming club—even in its 
recent years of failing health—remained 
an important fixture in our music scene, 
and when it falls, we'll all hear it and feel 
it, even if we'd rather not admit to caring 
that much. Even when something new 
stands in its place, the memories of what 
it meant to the scene will always cast their 
shadows on this corner of Costa Mesa. 
And before it crosses over into the his¬ 
tory books, the desire to carve my way to 
catharsis compels me to leave one more 
stamp on the wall before it's time to flush 
and move on: “Thank you, Detroit.”

Nardcore Lore 


«o* 


Ixnard! Oxnard! Nardcore!" 

These simple lyrics from the song 
simply titled "Oxnard" are a familiar battle 
cry to a niche community in the SoCal hard¬ 
core scene. The beginnings of Nardcore—a 
volatile, pit-swirling blitzkrieg of bands out of 
Ventura County—hit widespread conscious¬ 
ness in the early '80s. Bands such as Aggres¬ 
sion, Dr. Know and False Confession were 
responsible for spearheading a new scene of 
West Coast bands that captured the attention 
of the general punk rock public. Stan Mueller, 
a local documentary filmmaker and founder 
ofthe production company True Under¬ 
ground Network, holds up another band as 
being among the best: III Repute. The group 
of rough-and-tumble Navy brats out of Port 
Hueneme were important emissaries for a 
sound that Mueller has been obsessed with 
since the first angry chords of their 45-sec- 
ond opus "Fuck With My Head." 

"I just remember listening to III Repute 
when I was in eighth or ninth grade—their 
7-inches and cassettes. I was always into it," 
Mueller says. 

About a year ago, he launched "The Punk 
Rock Chronicles" book-and-documentary 
series, retracing the development of some of 
his favorite bands, the first of which is Clean 
Cut American Kids: The Story of III Repute, to 
be released on March 1. With a background 
in project management and compiling biog¬ 
raphies on local professionals, athletes and 
entertainers (his wife, Jennifer, is the ghost¬ 
writer), the Huntington Beach resident spent 
five months on the task, interviewing the band 
members and a dozen other people integral 
to their story. Though they were definitely an 
important band in the scene, most of the ele¬ 
ments befitting a garden-variety band doc— 
sex, drugs, and rock & roll—are noticeably 
absent from this band's tale. 

"One of the things that kind of worried me 
was that I've flipped through documentaries 
and books on other bands, and they've got

these fantastic stories, from drug abuse to 
living on the streets.... We really had none 
of that," guitarist Tony Cortez says. "What I'm 
hoping is that it'll be an inspiring story about 
people just like you who did a little bit more." 

Even though they've known each other 
since childhood, the band were able to glean 
some insight about one another thanks to the 
in-depth nature ofthe project. "Itwas sort 
of fun to find out things about my bandmates 
that, even after this long, I never really knew, 
as far as our personal lives," lead singerJohn 
Phaneuf says. 

The fact that III Repute are still together 
and relevant is a reminder ofthe importance 
of their music, attitude and brutal, politically 
conscious lyrics. Which, Mueller says, made 
it easy to get source material for both the 
book and the doc. 

"We put up the Facebookpage about the 
project, and all of a sudden, people were 
offering up pictures and videos from all over 
the country," the director says. 

Reviving III Repute's legacy, Mueller says, 
was long overdue. Fie hopes to soon high¬ 
light other bands who have left a big mark on 
the evolution of punk and hardcore. During 
his quest to finish the project, Mueller says, 
there have been signs that Mueller's vision 
is headed in the right direction—includ¬ 
ing kudos from a famous punk who almost 
signed III Repute to his label, Fat Wreck 
Chords, back in the day. 

"It's funny because I got the email for Fat 
Mike [of NOFX] from a friend, and I sent him the 
documentary trailer," Mueller recalls, "and he 
responded back, like, 'Fuck,yeah! This is rad!"'

Bamboo Lounge offers a sneak peek into retirement: 

Drinking and playing along to Jeopardy! 


I t was 3:30 on a Sunday afternoon, and 
the parking lot had a few cars and three 
beautiful, shiny Harleys. I was walking 
into one of OC’s unlikeliest places for a 
neighborhood bar: the backroom of a Jew¬ 
ish deli.

The guy 
nearest me had a leather jacket and a folded 
bandana tied across his forehead that read, 
“LAUGHLIN.” Awesome. 

We all started chatting, talking about 
motorcycles and UFO sightings. Then as 
they were about to close out, the guy at the 
end of the bar leaned over. “You ever go to 
Father’s just down the street?” he asked 
me, referring to the bikini bar. “We’re just 
about to head over there.” 

“Why are you telling her to go there?” 
the bartender, Denise, asked. “She’d get 
eaten alive there. I do not recommend a 
woman goingthere alone.” 

Thanks, sister, but I can take care of 
myself. “No, I haven’t,” I told the guy. “But 
I’m intrigued now.” 

“What? We’ll be there,” said our friend 
on the end. 

But I politely declined—there was more 
drinking to be done here!—and said goodbye.

I came back the next night; it was much 
slower. The Bamboo Lounge seems to be 
a day drinker’s spot (it closes around 8:30 
p.m., after all), though the bartender that 
night said it varies. A few seniors sat at the
